Anſwer, than that they hop'd his Majefty wou'd not 
Remove the Thames along wirh it. As it has been 
thus from its Infancy, .as I may fay, Great, ſo it 
has increas'd and arriv'd, thro' many Storms and 
Checks of Providence by Fire, Plagues, War, Cc. 
to the Pitch of Grandeur we ſee it at preſent for 
to omit others, it was firft Pillag'd and Deftroy'd 
by Queen Boadicia, when ſhe pur ſu'd Suetonius; in 
330, 851,872, 1012, 1016, it ſuffer'd much by the 
Danes: and beſides many others, which have hap- 
pen'd too frequently to the Ruine of Particulars, 
in the Years 983, 1077, 1088, 1175, 1212, and 
above all in 1646 . great Part of it was laid waft
